PART OF REPORT 
CPTED, CLAIM 

Clark Cut Eight Pages, 
Judge Says 


CHICAGO (AP) - Chiei 
Judge William J. Campbell of 
U. ,S. District Court said Mon- 
day that Daniel Walker told him 
Nov. 30 U.S. Atty. Gen. Ramsey 
Clark had deleted eight pages of 
his report on convention disturb- 
ances. 

Judge Campbell ordered the 
federal grand jury in September 
to investigate alleged violations 
of federal statutes during the 
convention in August. 

These pages, Campbell said. 
Walker described as discussing 
incidents under investigation by 
the Federal Grand Jury. 

Judge Campbell’s statement 
was the latest in a controversy 
over the writing of the report, 
which began with a copyrighted 
story Friday in the Chicago 
Tribune that said Clark had sub- 
stantially rewritten the report 
and its summary. 

DENIES ANY EDITING 

Walker responded to the Trib- 
une story with an oath .Friday 
that his report to the National 
Commission on Causes and Pre- 
vention of Violence was not re- 
written or edited by anyone. 

Walker was unavailable for 
comment Monday on Judge 
Campbell’s remarks. 

Campbell said the discussion 
took place when Walker tele- 
phoned and told him that the re- 
port would be released the next 
day. 

"Hie release of the report, 
Campbell said, violated a verbal 
agreement the men made Oct. 3 
at the beginning of the invest!- ! 
gation. Campbell said Walker 
agreed to suteit a rough draft 
of the report to the grand jury 
before it was made public. 

Campbell said he reminded 
Walker of the agreement in the i 
phone conversation Nov. 30. The 
ijudge said Walker replied 
“There was no need to worry 
: because the attorney general 
had already deleted the parts 
[the grand jury was looking at.” 
ADVANCE COPIES 
A justice department spokes- 


man said Friday that advance 
copies of the report were re- 
ceived and attorneys deleted de- 
scriptions of cases involving po- 
lice and newsmen which were 
under active consideration by ' 
the department. 

Campbell said at a news 
conference that he had received 
a letter from Walker asking per- 
mission to make the deleted 
material public. 

Included with the letter, 
Campbell said, were eight pages 
of the material deleted from re- 
port. 

Campbell said he was going to 
send the material back to Walk- 
er and added that he had no au- 
thority to allow Walker to re- 
lease the information. 

He said “to permit publication 
of this material would violate 
the secrecy of the grand jury.” 

Paperback copies of the re- 
'Port, Campbell said, will proba- 
bly be submitted to the grand 
jury. He said Walker could 
present the deleted material at , 
a grand jury session. 

DAMAGES SOUGHT 

Earlier Monday, suit was filed ' 
in U. S. District Court by three • 
persons asking $1 million dam- 
ages from Campbell. The suit 
alleges he has blocked them 
from testifying before the jury. 

The suit filed by Sherman H. 
Skolnick, _ Jacob 0. Berg and 
Mrs. Harriet Sherman, also 
asks the court to determine if 
the Walker Report is or is not 
an official document. The suit 
contends the plaintiffs, as pri- 
vate citizens, have a right to 
know if the document is official. 

^ Walker confirmed Monday 
that he had sent telegrams to , 
212 of his staff members warn- 
ing them that they may face 
harassment for their involve- 
ment with the report. 

Walker urged staff members 
to “insist upon proper identifi- ' 
cation from anyone making in- 
quiries. Refer all such to me, 
report to me any harassment 
you have experienced.” 

W'alker declined to explain 
what prompted him to send the 
telegrams.
